CHICAGO. March 24.-^It is said 
that the average milk production 
of Danish cows is 5,666 pounds per 
year, while the average 
for th e 
United States is 3,627 pounds. 
It seems strange that so many 
producers are willing to nailk cows, 
much as they 'hate the 
job, 
that 
hardly pay for their feed, when 
with the same stable room, feed, and 
labor, they could milk cows that 
produce almost twice as touch milk, 
for the amount of feed and care 
given them. 
More attention is.being given by 
the producers to the 
problem 
of 
economical milk production. Good 
sires at the head of the herd is the 
first step. 
The butter market continues on 
a firm basis, with receipts cleared 
up promptly in all the leading mar­ 
kets. There has been some delay 
in the collection bf cream through­ 
out the producing territory, all Of 
which has had a tendency to give 
the market a 'firmer tone.

Scott’s continuous performing re­ 
cord is nearly double that of the 
best previous major league marks.

reporting service. 
Robinson said that storage houses 
making reports to him, represent­ 
ing approximately half the storage 
houses of the state, listed 55,500 
bushels on hand, but he added that

no stocks 
on 
hand to report. 
Tile official report pointed out 
that sweet potato storage stock on 
December 15 reported toy 84 houses 
showed a total on hand of 127,800 
which the reporter said he consid­

sold and shipped out of the state 
since then.
